Senate Passes 
$500,000,000 
Loan to China 


72-0 Vote Sends Bill to 
President as Congress 
Completes Action 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (UP).— 
The Senate completed congres- 
sional action today on legislation 
authorizing $500,000,000 in financial 
aid to the Ohinese government., 

The Senate voted 72 to 0 in favor 
of the bill after chairman Tom 
Connally, D., Tex., of the Foreign 
Relations Committee declared that 
its immediate enactment was re- 


dent Roosevelt's desk for signature. 
the President and Secretary of 

Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
are given wide latitude in disposing 
of the funds. 

The new funds, Connally said, 
would enable the Chinese govern- 
ment to increase production of 
arms for its own use. 

He added that eventually China 
may be able to take the initiative 
in the Far Eastern war zone.

well as the German army com- 
mand, which was infected with 
an arrogent spirit in the invinci- 
bility of their army, in the Soviet 
Union encountered for the first 
time an army whose courage and 
heroism are unparalleled. 


HAILS AIRMEN 


“In truth, where, in what coun- 
try, did the Hitlerite bandits 
meet with such hatred towards 
them, and readiness not only of 
individual heroes but of an army 
of millions of workers and peas- 
ants to ght to the last drop of 
blood?” 

Citing several examples of heroic 
exploits which show not only the 
virtue and fighting qualities of 
individual persons but of the Red 
Army as a whole, Shvernik con- 
tinued: 

“Just a few words about our 
heroic airmen who have covered 
themselves with glory. Near Mos- 
cow alone they destroyed thou- 
sands of fascist pirates, the flower 
of the Hitler Luftwaffe. Rare was 
the number among the destroyed 
crews not decorated with the 
Iron Cross and even with several. 
This was Hitler's reward for the 
bombing of London, for the de- 
struction cf districts of Liverpool. 
This was the reward for thousands 
of killed citizens in England, for 


to pillage, | 


ite bands, but also the men 
and women workers, engineers 
and technicians in the rear of the 
Soviet Union. The Soviet people 
give the enemy no peace, destroy 
his communications, burn his 
supply bases and airdromes in the 
districts where he temporarily 
holds sway. The word partisan 
holds untoic terror for the enemy 
and evokes his hatred. 

“The partisans—-they constitute 
a formidable force which harasses 
German bandits day and 
night, close to the front and deep 
behind the enemy lines. Like the 
Red Army, the partisans enjoy 
the love and support of the people. 
That is precisely why the Ger- 
man military are unable to 
strangle the partisan movement, 
for it is impossible to strangle 
the people with whose support 
and love the partisans are en- 
circled. 


NO PLANNED RETREAT 


“The source of the Soviet peo- 
ples’ heroism lies in the conscious- 
ness that they are fighting for a 


just cause, for honor, freedom 
and independence of the father- 
land, in supreme love for the 
fatherland, for the Soviet system, 
for their leader Stalin. 

“Since the offensive was launch- 
ed by the Red Army a little over 
a month ago, heavy blows have 
been inflicted on the enemy. Let 
the Hitlerite simpletons console 
themselves -and deceive the peo- 
ple by saying that this is a 
‘planned’ or ‘expedient’ retreat of 
the German troops to winter po- 
sions or winter quarters. Natu- 
rally there is nothing planned 
about this retreat. What you have 
is a planned offensive of the Red 
Army. As regards winter quarters, 
the Germans evidently preferred 
to Moscow, Rostov, Kalinin and 
other quarters the snow lairs 


in ditches and trenches where 
thousands of them have been 
killed, and the frozen litter the 
roads of their planned retreat. 

“However, as yet we have no 
grounds whatsoever to rest on and 
flatter ourselves with the successes 
achieved. The enemy is still 
strong. The German fascist in- 
vaders are trying and will con- 
tinue to try to muster the rem- 
nants of their forces in order to 
organize a new offensive. 

“A great effort and many sac- 
rifices will still have to be made 
to rout the enemy. 

“We can openly state that 
Great Britam' industry is work- 
ing well. The organization of pro- 
duction and the technical instal- 
lations of enterprises has made 
an excellent impression on the 
delegation. 

“After having come into con- 
tact with the men and women 
workers, the delegation is con- 
vinced that the working class of 
Great Britain realizes the gravity 
of the situation and is fully de- 
termined to do everything to in- 
crease armament output. 

“This is the decisive factor in 
the present day situation and an 
important condition for victory 
over the enemy. 


SOME SHORTCOMINGS 


“We witnessed a number of 
occasions when the initiative of 
the workers helped to increase 
the productivity of labor and 
hence industrial output. However, 
it cannot be said that all the 
mills and plants have reached 
the peak and -equeezed out of 
technique all that it can give, 
that production is ideally organ- 
ized everywhere. 

“It would be insincerity on the 
part of the delegation if it failed 
to mention this to its ally. Ob- 
jectively estimating the facts, the 
delegation considers it necessary 
to mention that there is still a 
lot of untouched reserves in Great 
Britain's industry. Once these re- 
serves are mobilized, brought into 
action, this will make it possible 
to considerably increase the out- 
put of tanks, planes, guns, shells, 
etc. 

“We are of the opinion that 
these reserves should be mobi- 
lized and the sooner this is done 
the better for our common cause. 
Big obligations rest with the trade 
union organizations in the sphere 
of production effort and increas- 
ing labor productivity. We saw, 
for instance, that the biggest pro- 
duction successes were scored at 
enterprises where the trade unions 
pay more attention to production 
problems and where the adminis- 
tration listens to their voice and 
to the voice of all the workers. 


“That is why when we leave 


today this meeting of Londoners, 
we must leave with the feeling of 
enormous obligations that rest on 
every one of us as fighters waging 
a liberation war, a just war 
against the German fascist in- 
vaders. 

“Let every participant of to- 
day's meeting seriously think over 
what he has done to bring about 
the speedy destruction of Hitler- 
ism. 
“As regards the whole Soviet 
people, they fought, are fighting 
and will continue to fight, the 
German occupationists until Hit- 
lerism is annihilated.

CHUNGKING, Feb. 5 UP - Chi- 
nese troops battled stubbornly to- 
day to hold Waichow, a key city 
in the Canton area, against rein- 
forced Japanese units which have 
opened a drive to relieve the strain 
on the Japanese supply route to 
southeast Asia. 

A war communique said that Wai- 
chow was still in Chinese hands 
but acknowledged that the Japanese 
had occupied a hill northwest of 
the city as well as the town of 
Poklo five miles to the east after 
bitter fighting. Foreign circles re- 
ported that Japanese and Chinese 
were fighting in the Waichow 
streets. 

Waichow is a port of the Tung- 
kiang River, 50 miles east of Can- 
ton and the same distance north 
of Hongkong. Chinese and other 
refugees have passed through the 
city almost daily since the British 
crown colony fell on Christmas Day. 
It has also been an important base 
for Ohinese operations against

Ryti and Hitler— 
‘Comrades in Arms’ 


The opening speech of President Risto 
Ryti to the Finnish Diet, leaves no doubt 
where the ruling clique of Finland stands. 

The suffering of the Finnish people, 
brought upon them by Hitler and his satel- 
lites, Mannerheim and Ryti, has been widely 
reported. Also well known is the fact that 
the Finnish people desire nothing so much 
as peace, 


But to the insistence of the Finnish peo- 
ple that the country be taken out of the 
Hitler camp, Ryti made it clear that the 
course of the government was set.

A Timely Warning 
About Rep. Dies 


„ Ordinarily the vote on continuance of 
the Dies Committee comes before Congress 
just as the term of the committee is about 
to expire. This year, however, although the 
committee’s term does not end until March 
31, Rep. Dies is said to be planning to rush 
through a vote any day. Behind this speed, 
according to a timely warning by Rep. Vito 
Marcantonio, is Dies’ anxiety to get approval 
of his committee “before the American peo- 
ple have the opportunity to rally their oppo- 
sition.” 


The movement to get Congress to refuse 
to grant the Dies Committee a new lease on 
life has already made considerable headway, 
with President Philip Murray and the entire 
CIO Executive Board demanding that the 
committee’s existence be terminated in the 
interests of national unity to win the war. 


The warning by Rep. Marcantonio should 
be taken to heart by everyone who under- 
stands the need for national unity and who 
recognizes that Dies has, in fact, shielded 
the Fifth Column while persecuting loyal 
supporters of the war. 


It should be made clear to every Con- 
gressman that a vote to continue the Dies 
Committee, will be construed as a vote for 
disunity. To continue the Dies Committee 
means to help the Axis. The way to serve 
the nation is to end the political power of 
& man whose record has been, in the words 
of the CIO, “sordid and reprehensible.”

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—Thirteen-year-old Kolya An- 

drianov who was recently awarded the Order of the Red 

Star by the military council of the western front is the 
youngest order recipient of the present war. 


One of the units under the command of Lieutenant 
General Yefremov launched an offensive on the village 
of Novomikhailovskoye, strongly fortified by the fas- 
cists. Unaware that the German machine gunners lay 
in ambush beyond the steep river ban, the Red Army 
men were moving along the bank.

“Among the troops hurled by the Germans on the 
western direction of the front was the 216th Infantry 
Division formerly engaged in coastal patrol service 
in France. The division appeared in the district of 
Sukhinichi in the beginning of January. 

“Near station Shaikovo it suffered such heavy losses

“From Greece the Germans dispatched to the west- 
ern direction the 164th and from Poland the 208th 
Infantry Divisions.
